the NRS office and Arthur B Ewi* 
county attorney. 


Mr. Childs talked at some length 


on the matter 
of federal surplus 


foods,

Albany Wednesday to take up the 
question of certain changes in the

He said that in the future these sur- 
plus commodities would be shipped 
in larger quantities and there would 
be more work entailed in their dis- 
tribution.

There was a time when small-pox 


was as common as chicken-pox and 
a pitted complexion was not even 
a matter of comment That thl* is 
no longer the case is due to the 
wide use of vaccination. Even when 
as occasionally happens, the disease 
starts to go through a community, 
It cannot assume the proportions of 
an epidemic because of the wide- 
spread use of vaccination.

tion. A glance at the ritai statistics 
of any insurance company will show 
a marked decrease in this disease

It 


concerned a grocery store owner In 
the west. 
This old man sold only 


the best obtainable and consequently 
his prices were higher than his com- 
petitors. When other grocery store* 
in the town would slash prices, he 
placed a sign over hi* door with the 
words "High Priced Groceries". Yet 
strangely enough, his customer list 
grew because 
the buying 
public 


realized he was giving them the 
best in Quality. 


He had a young man with him in 


the store and he tried to teach him 
his methods of business. This young 
man was caught in the World War, 
and during his enlistment abroad, the 
old man died. When the young man 
returned, he found the store out of 
business. 
However, the people of 


the town considered the store an in- 
stitution, and they gathered 
to- 


gether enough capital to set the 
young man up in business. He con- 
tinued to operate in the same manner 
as the former owner for a time, but 
the high pressure salesmanship of 
efficiency experts soon sold him on 
toe idea of filling the store with 
modern gadgets and cut rate mer- 
chandise. 
The store soon closed 


after this because it became Just an- 
other grocery store and the town was 
filled with them.
